German leaders were tried, convicted and 
hanged for committing “war crimes against 
humanity.” The principles of the Nuremberg 
Charter under which German leaders were 
convicted were confirmed by the United 
Nations General Assembly on December 11, 
1946. The following acts are held to be 
crimes against the peace and security of 
mankind whether committed by authorities 
of a state or by private individuals: 

a) “Any act of aggression.” 

b) “Acts committed to destroy a national, 

ethnical, racial or religious group.” 

c) -“Inhuman acts. against- any civilian 

population, such as murder, extermination, 

deportation or persecution on political, 
racial, religious, or cultural grounds.” 

d) ‘Plunder or looting of public or private 

property and wanton destruction of cities, 

towns, or villages.” 


ZIONISTS COMMITTED 
THESE CRIMES IN PALESTINE

against the territorial integrity and 
national independence of Palestine.

All and each of these acts are “war 
crimes and crimes against humanity,” and 
“against the peace and security of mankind” 
for which Zionists should be tried, convicted 
and punished. 

Mr. Winston Churchill on November 17, 
1944 stated in the British House of Commons: 


“Tf our dreams for Zionism are to end in 
the smoke of assassins’ pistols and our labors 
for its future are to produce a new set of 
gangsters, many like myself will have to 
reconsider the position we have maintained 
so consistently and so long in the past. If 
there is to be any hope of a peaceful and 
successful future for Zionism, those wicked 
activities must cease and those responsible 
for them must be destroyed, root and 
branch.” 

Professor Arnold Toynbee, the British 
historian, in his Study of History Vol. VIII 
stated: 

“The evil deeds committed by the Zionist 
Jews against the Palestinian Arabs were the 
massacre of men, women and children at 
Deir Yassin on the 9th of April, 1948, which 
precipitated a flight of the Arab population 
in large numbers from districts within range 
of the Jewish armed forces, and the subse- 
quent deliberate expulsion of the Arab popu- 
lation from districts conquered by the 
Jewish armed forces between the 15th of 
May 1948, and the end of that year. ... 
(the Jews knew from personal experience 
what they were doing.)

Regardless of any temporary downtrend.in 


_ the Stock Market, even though it could be 


quite substantial due to profit taking, we 
have not seen the extreme all time highs 
of the Dow Jones Industrial averages: for 
this monetary inflation cyele which started 
in 1942 and so far shows: ho sign of com- 
pletion. 

Business will be excellent and 
good for this Fall and Winter. 

`- Let. me quote the opening paragraph of 
my “Forecast for 1963” written January 14, . 
1963.. “There is every indication. that the ` 
business economy of the United States will 
continué at a -high level. The Smith Index 
(my own) of money factors is at a high 
level, indicating a sustaining business econ- 
omy and also indicates future monetary in- 
flation. Some time during 1963 the Stock 
Market should reach a new all time high. 
The basis of the above forecast is the action 
of the Smith Index and as it proved 100% 
right during 1962, which separated the men 
from. the boys so far as their ability to judge 
the movements of the Stock Market and the 
Business Economy, it should be believed and 
watched.” end of quote. - 

Since 1933 when the convertibility of our 
currency into gold coin was outlawed we 
have been in an era of managed money and 
monetary. inflation. 

Our government sells its paper to the - 
Banks who gladly buy it with their depositors 
money and then are able to loan roughly 
seven fimes this amount to clients, which 
creates new purchasing power. This is mon- 
etary inflation and decreases the value of 
the dollar and its purchasing power. Had 
the government sold their paper direct to 
the people there would be no monetary in- 
flation. It is the loans that Banks make after 
purchasing the paper with its customers de- 
posits that add new deposits with its ad- 
ditional purchasing power that “waters” our 
currency. It is really a tax on ones deposits 
which js equivalent to a capital tax. The 
Banks like it because of the interest they 
make on the loans. It is pure socialism. 

The government-acquiesced monopoly of 
the labor-unions has resulted in a profit 
squeeze whose impact has not only been on 
‘corporate profits but, due to its competitive 
effect on exports, has aggravated the un- 
employment situation. A continuation of this 
trend along with the philosophy of subsi- 
dizing the unemployed regardless - of who 
causes such increase of unemployment, must 
lead to either further inflation or more 

severe taxation on both corporate profits and 
indivi inc ty a
